being a fraction less than the number the preceeding 
year, and makes the expense to the town of suppor- 
ting the poor, at the farm for the past year about 
twenty four cents per week for each person.

Voted--'T'o raise the sum of twenty five hundred dol- 
lars to defray the necessary charges and expenses 
of the town, the current year. 

Voted--That the claim of Ebenezer Fisk for out- 
standing taxes committed to Henry Fisk in 1830, 
be referred to the Selectmen, and they be authori- 
zed to adjust the same. 

Voted--That the sum of four thousand dollars be 
raised for making and repairing of highways to be 
laid out in labor at ten cents per hour, and that 
one thousand dollars of the same be laid out b 
the Selectmen. . 

Voted--T’o reconsider the preceeding vote. 

Voted--That the sum of one thousand dollars be 
raised in addition to the sum already raised to 
beapplied to the making and repairing of high- 
ways underthe direction of the selectmen. 

Voted--'That the sum of three thousand dollars be 
raised for the making and repairing of highways to 
be laid out in labor at ten cents per hour.

The income from this fand has been afi ail 
paid to the Selectmen for distribution among the 
several incorporated religious Societies in the Town. 

In consequence of a vote of the ‘Town ordering 
an investment of this fund in the Concord Rail 
road Stock, 165 dollars has been collected from the 
foregoing, and paid in part of an assessment on 110 
Shares subscribed for in said Stock. ‘The residue 
will; remain at interest until it may be wanted to 
meet further assessments on said Stock. 

The principal of the Parsonage Fund is always 
to be kept entire, and the income from whatever 
source it may be derived, is to be annually divided 
as heretofore among the several religious Societies 


in the ‘Town.

Voted--To adopt the same part of the Police laws of 
the town of Portsmouth as was adopted the last 


year. 

Voted--To adopt all the laws of this state defining 
the powers and duties of firewards and other per- 
sons in certain cases except that part of the 10th, 

, section of the law passed Dec. 16, 1828, which 
says “‘and every such house‘or building, which has 
eight fireplaces, shall be provided with four such 
buckets, and every such house or building which 
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has more than eight fireplaces shall be provided 
with six such buckets” provided that every such 
house or building which has eight or more fire 
places shall be provided with three such buckets, 
and that the inhabitants of this town living more 
than half a mile in any direction ‘from a line be- 
gining at the old north meeting house and run- 
ning southerly through main street to Concord 
Bridge, and the inhabitants living more than half 
amile in any direction from Orlando Brown’s 

_ house in the west Village and the inhabitants 
living more than three quarters of a mile in any di- 

rection from Stephen Ambrose’s store in the East 

Village, be exempt from the whole of the said 
10th section. ; 

Voted--That hereafter no Horses, Cattle, Sheep or 
Swine be permitted to go at large, within the lim- 
its of the town. 

Voted--That the town adopt the law of this State 
passed January 4 1833, regulating the office of 
Constable. | 

Voted--That Richard Bradley, Abiel Walker and 
Isaac Dow be a committee with full power to 
sell and convey all or any part of the lands on the 
town farm on the main road from the spring to 
the north line of the farm, and also the water 
privilege with sufficient land to accommodate 

__ the same. 

Voted--That the ninth article in the warrant be in- 

efinitely postponed. ee : 

Voted--To dismiss the 16th article. | 

Voted--That the Selectmen be instructed to cause 
the Hay Scales now standing in the highway at 
the corner of Main and Pleasant streets to be 

orthwith removed. 

Voted--That the Selectmen cause the warrant for 
the next annual Meeting to be published in two of 
the public News Papers printed in town. 

Voted--That the Seleetmen be authorized to pur- 
chase a Hearse and Pall for the new burying 
ground at the West Village and build a House for 
the same. er , , 
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Voted--That the Poor House on the town farm be a 
House of Correction; and that ‘the Overseer of 
said farm be Keeper of the same 

Voted--That the collection of taxes be sold at pub- 
lic auction. 

Voted--To accept the proposals of Abraham Bean 
to collect the taxes for 2 cents 9 mills on the dol- 
lar, and that the Selectmen appoint Abraham 
Bean a collector of taxes. | 

Voted--That the school district on the dark plain be 

_ allowed. ten dollars of the money of the town not 
otherwise appropriated. 

Votea--Vhat the proceedings of this meeting be 
published in pamphlet form, for the use of the 


town.
